CHARGE OF MURDER 


Finlander of Killing Friend 
and Partner af Junkins, Will Come 
up for Trial in Supreme Court on 
\. ..dnesday, 


Charged with the murder of Her- 
man Backman, his former friend, 
Partner in work and feliow-country- 
man, John Folstrom will face a Jury 
in the Supreme court tomorrow betore 
Justice Bimmens. The trial is set for 
10 o’clock in the morning, and every- 
thing is in readiness to go ahead with 
the case. 

The crime fpr which Folstrom 
stends accused committed at Jun- 
kins, west cf Wabamun, on the night 
of October 20, Folstrom, Backman 
and a number of other Finlanders, 
were engaged in station work on the 
main line of the C. N, R. They had 
been drinking and quarrelled, Finally 
Backman went to his tent, intending 
to retire for the night. 

Folstrom, it is charged, fired seven 
shets from a .22 rifle into the tent, 
where Backman and another Fin- 
lander were in bed, one of the bullets | 
hitting Backman with fatal results, 

Folstrom had a preliminary hear- 
ing at Junkins and was committed for

Tenders for an extensive street pav- 
ing program which will involve an ex- 
penditure of approximately $700,000 
will be called for by the city engineer 
at ance in accordance with instruc- 
tions issued by the city commissioners 
at yesterday's meeting.

special assessment of the property af- 
fected.
